Abraham Brothman was found guilty on 
November 22, 1950, in the United States District 
Court, Southern District of New York, of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and intimidation 
of government witness. On November 28, 1950, 
he was sentenced to five years imprisonment and 
a $5,000 fine on the count charging intimidation 
of a government witness and two years imprisonment 
and a $10,000 fine on the charge of conspiracy 
to obstruct justice, 

On July 26, 1951, the United States Cburt.. 
of Appeals, Second District, affirmed the conspiracy 
count, but reversed the count charging the 
intimidation of a government witness. He was 
confirmed to a United States Penitentiary, Atlanta, 
Georgia, on August 21, 1951, and released on
